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How .to Test Fond Wood Alcohol}

r —4 HERE is probably no police depart- 
; ment in the United States which has not 
had to deal, since prohibition, with 
scores of cases of poisoning by wood 
alcohol. In some cities every holiday 
brings its fatalities. The scientific de- 
tective is asked continually, ““‘What is 
svood alcohol?” “How can I test for it?” Here are 
the answers. 

Few people understand what wood alcohol is. It 
is imagined to be a variety of ordinary alcohol, not 
very different from the alcohol of drinkable spirits. 
This idea is totally—and fatally—wrong. Wood al- 
cohol and ordinary alcohol are entirely different 
chemical substances. It is merely an accident due 
to the scientific system used in naming different 
chemicals that causes both of these substances to be 
called alcohol. They really have no more in common 
than pillow slips and cowslips. 

Ordinary aleohol, the alcohol of wine, beer or 
whisky, is called by chemists ethyl] alcohol. Each 
molecule ~of it contains one atom of oxygen, two 
atoms of cafbon and six atoms of hydrogen. It is 
always this aleohol, ethyl alcohol, which is produced 
by veast. “Grain” alcohol is ethy] alcoho! made when 
yeast works on malted grain. “Potato” alcohol is 
made in the game way when yeast works on cooked 
potatoes. Both of these and all of the yeast-formed 
kinds of aleohol are the same thing chemically. They 
are ethyl aleohol, the kind of alcohol which is drink- 
able; or, If you prefer, the kind which is drinkable 
without necessarily involving the Coroner. 

Wood alcohol is something very different. It is 
another chemical thing altogether. It has very dif- 
ferent properties. Among them is the fact that it is 
very poisonous; not merely tntoxicating bat actually 
deadly, as cyanide or bichloride is deadly. 

The chemists call wood alcohol methyl! alcohol. 
The molecule is smaller and simpler than the mole- 
cule in ethyl aleohol; it contains the same one atom of 
oxygen, but only one carbon atom and four hydrogen 
ones, instead of the two carbons and six hydrogens 
of ‘its lese deaflly namesake. It is not made by yeast 
at all or by any kind of fermentation. It is made by 
roasting wood in a very hot retort until the wood is 
pntirely disitittegrated. Wood alcohol is one of the 
products of ‘the break-down of wood. 

Chemists have still other substances which they call 
alcohol, a whole series of them. Propv! alcohol, for 
instance, has three carbon atoms and eight hydrogen 
ones to one atom of oxygen; butyl alcohol has four 
carbons and 30 hydrogens, amy! alcohol has five 
carbons and 12’hydrogens, and so on. These alcohols 
are used in many industries. Others are known, still 
more complicated ones. Some of them are not liquids 
at all but are waxy solids which look like parafine. 

Few of these, ‘however, will be encountered by the 
scientific detective. His problems will concern the 
methyl, or weod, alcohol and the cases in which it gets 
confused, more or less fatally, with the drinkable, or 
ethyl, one. He needs to know not only that they 
are different andl which is which, but also how to tell 
them apart. In-particular he needs to know how to 
test for the deadly methyl one. 

The use of methy! alcohol, or, as I shall call it from 
now on, wood alcohol, in concocting drinks is proba- 
bly never intentional. Leaving compunctiens out of 
account, the most unscrupulous bootlegger would 
hesitate before inviting the investigation certain to 
follow a case of poisoning. The trouble lies in the 
similarity of mame. To an ignorant bootlegger alco- 
hol is alcohol. He never notices the ‘“‘wood” part. 
And while wood alcohol and ordinary ethy! alcohol, 
when reasonably pure, are distinguishable by anyone 
either by taste or smell, the product of the basement 
whisky factory is so dectered with red pepper, tobaceo 
juice and less reputable flavors that not even an ex- 
perienced chemist can derive from its smell or its 
taste anything except a strong desire not to drink 
any. If the scientific detective needs to know whether 
or not wood alcohol is present in some alleged whisky 
he must use some chemical test. 

. And now, before I raise unduly the hopes of my 
antiprohibition readers, let me say that none of the 
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chemical tests known to me is to be recommendé | 
for social purposes. No genius has yet devised any 
convenient pellet which, when dropped into a glass 
of your host’s bad hooch will fire a gun or ring a bell 
or otherwise sound any alarm. Some desperate soul, 
thirsty but cautious, has suggested the companionship 
of a trained guinea pig who may be induced to par- 
take a little in advance and whose increased hilarity 
or premature demise will indicate to his master what- 
ever action is appropriate. But this has difficulties, 
too. 

I don’t know, to be quite plain about it, any way 
that you can test bootleg booze for wood alcohol 
easily and quickly, or without going through a more 
or less complicated laboratory procedure. As for the 
various quick tests, tablets and chemicals in vials, 
etc., which are on the market, I, for one, prefer not 
to depend on them. 

But these devices for avoiding social hazards are not 
of much professional interest to the scientific de- 
tective. He comes in, usually, after the party instead

All England seeks answers to these questions. 

England, like America, has her mystery of the min- 
ister and the woman church worker. Though by no 
means so sordid as the Hall-Mills matter in New 

Jersey, the story that comes from across the water 
has certain features that make ft unique amongst hu- 
man tragedies. Particularly to persons who affect keen- 
ness in the more or less new science of psychoanalysis 
does the English affair appeal. Observed from any 
angle, it supplies a study in moods and motives not 
common to everyday life. : 

Let us begin with a recent chapter in this nine- 
months tragedy, then work back toward the beginning. 
On a night in October two watthmen employed at a 
great cement works near Gravesend, on the Thames 
River, 30 miles below London, had an unusual ex- 
perience. The watchmen are by name Elijah Porter

A 
submanager will start out at the beginning of the year. 
He will buy his implements, food, feedstuffs and sup- 
plies from a Wilson store. He will borrow money and 
pay interest on it to a Wilson bank. He will pay 
rental, like the average tenant, and this rental goes 
into the till of the Wilson organization. He buys elec- 
tric current from a Wiison jndustry.

FiVID picture of medical and 
surgical conditions 60 years ago 
and of the remarkable progress 
in curative and remedial science 
since that time was sketched in 
a recent lecture to the American 
College of Surgeons by Dr. W. 
W. Keen, emeritus professor of surgery in 
the Jefferson Medical College of Philadel- 
phia. 
Dr. Keen, recipient of the Henry J. Bizge- 
low medal for his wl, Be to American sci- 
ence, is one of the most noted American surgéons. He 
entered on the practice of his profession in the early 
‘60's, when choloform was the only Known anesthetic, 
when science took no account of bacteria, when the 
sterilization of instruments before an operation was 
unknown, when injuries now considered minor had 
no remedy but amputation, when diphtheria was al- 
most always fatal and the removal of the appendix was 
unknown. F 
Present-day conditions as to disinfection and steril- 
ization of surgical instruments show a striking con- 
trast with a period no longer removed than that of the 
Civil War, when surgery was practiced under condi- 
tions which now would be considered barbarous. This 
is no disparagement to the surgeons of those gays. 
They followed the aceepted practice. As they did not 
know of the danger of germ infection from external 
objects they took no precautions against it. 
The scene at a surgical operation in those days was 
vastly different from the present-day setting. 
it was no uncommon sight to see a bucket of water 
sitting beside the patient’s cot. The surgeon or his 
assistant would dip a sponge in the water, swab out 
the wound and drop the sponge back in the bucket. It 
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was used again in this way until the water in the 
bucket was reddened by blood from the sponge. 

Surgeons of that time wore no mas*s or gloves and 
preliminary disinfection of the wound and the sur- 
geon's instruments was not dreamed of. After an 
operation on one patient the knife was tsed on an- 
other after only a perfunctory Washing, or possibly 
gniy after being dipped into the bucket of water. 

In his review of conditions, past and present, Dr. 
Keen said: 

“As late as the '80’s and even into the "90's, there 
were, in most hospitals, no trained nurses. Hospitals 
were then avoided as if leprous, instead of being our 
best refuge. The wards were full of fear and—not 
seldom of despair, instead of, as now, of hope and 
alert expectation of recovery. Even the surgeons them- 
selves were none too well trained. : 

“Similarly, the medical use of the thermometer was 
practically unknown. We judged of fever by placing 
the hand on the arm or neck. But we never intimated 
it in degrees—only in adjectives, as ‘none,’ ‘slight,’

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In the head, the new surgery trephines 
mt hesitation, for trephining per se 
very slight danger.

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of the brain are removed, abscesses opened, the ven- 
tricles are punctured with impunity or distend- 
ed with air for diagnostic purposes. Foreign bodies 
are removed and the Gasserian ganglion, and even 
the hypophysis and the pineal gland are no longer 
beyond the surgeon's reach. Spinal tumors are now 
exactly located, and are constantly removed. Now, 
the heart is sutured for stab and gunshot wounds, with 
a recovery of over 50 per cent. Foreign bodies, re- 
vealed by the uncanny X-rays, have been removed even 
from its interior. 

“The esophagus is attacked for cancer, the stomach 
is opened with impunity, and as for the intestines we 
have yet to find any condition or injury which prevents 
ovr interference. Hernia is now a curable condition, 
with no appreciable mortality. Stranguilated hernia 
and intestinal obstruction, if quickly operated on, have 
now only a small mortality. Gallstones and even the 
entire gall bladder are removed every day or two. The 
spleen is anchored, sutured or even removed at will. 
The pancreas is no longer inaccessible; the kidney 
is sutured in place, drawn outside the body for inspec- 
tion, decapsulation. or incision if, as the X-ray will 
have informed us, there are stones in its interior. A 
portion of the diseased kidney can be removed, or even 
one entire kidney, if hopelessly damaged by disease or 
accident.

We successfully transplant skin, bones, joints and 
even haif-joints—a much more difficult procedure. We 
are gradually throttling disease at its very birth, and 
preventing its onslaught upon the health of the 
world. 

“Vaccination (May 14, 1796), anesthesia (Oct. 16, 
1846) and antisepsis are the three greatest blessings 
in the realm of medicine conferred on map since the 
Christian era began. Pasteur’s work was fundamental. 
Lister’s genius applied Pasteur’s discoveries to surgery. 
This brought the greatest revolution surgery has ever 
witnessed. The germ theory of disease is no longer 
a theory, but an abundantly proved fact. Those who 
hold that the tubercle bacillus, the typhoid bacillus, 
the diphtheria bacillus, and other germs, do not cause 
the diseases named,-“have minds that are simply im- 
permeabie to any arguments addressed to reason or 
common sense. 

“In December, 1847, Sir James Y. Simpsen of Edin- 
burgh first used chioroform. In 1884 local anesthesia 
by cocaine was introduced by Koller. The number of 
local anesthetics is now large, and the end is not yet. In 
1909-1910 Melze and Auer introduced insufflation anes- 
thesia, a great improvement in special cases. 

“Nitrous oxide, a long-established anesthetic for such 
brief operations as drawing a tooth or opening an ab- 
scess, later was combined with oxygen, and, largely 
through the efforts of Crile, the. further 
combination of these two with novocaine 
or other local anesthetic, has been a most 
important advance, greatly reducing shock 
and mortality. Once there were no ward 
classes. Students only looked on at op- 
erations. The microscopes of that day 
were far behind those of today in mechan- 
ical construction.

ma Pope spoke ItaNan to me always. and as it is my native lan- 
guage, although in 30 years in America I have grown rather rusty in 
it, facility soon returned.

“The Pope at first.talked little, and I was so absorbed in my task

As he never referred to politics it could not have been 
inspired by-other than a general longing. He said: 

“*} wish all men to feel that I_am their brother, Jew or Mohamme- 
dan. The unrest of the world comes from the forgetfulness of +his 
relationship, this brotherhood which will one ~~ be universally ac- 
knowledzged.’ 

“The Pope asted me many questions about sail, and especially 
about our great and ever-growing New ‘York. He sa@d to me, with 


‘I feel about your vast country as I imagine one inland bred may 
feel about the ocean. Perhaps if I should see America I might say 
with. him about the ocean: “Is this the mighty ocean? Is there no 
more?” But let him embark on it and lose sight of land, then he 
realizes its immensity.’ 

“It was of art and Books, however, that he chiefly talked, and when 
we came to the end of the sittings and he had asked me to paint 
a portrait for himself, he desired to be shown with a book in his 
hand. Said he; 

“It is the natural way to paint me, for I have lived with books 
all my life, first in the great library of Milan and second as Cardinal 
Ratti, librarian of the Vatican! Never in my life have I been happier 
than’ among thoge old volumes of the early Latinists, poring over 
some crabbed text, fingering incunabula. Paint me, then, if you will 
be so good, as in the act of reading from a book by one of nw faithful 
old friends.’ ” 

Of course, the artist promised to make the picture, which is still to 
be painted. Mr. Muller-Ury asked permission to photograph the 
Pope’s hand. The Pope granted the request and the artist at once 
produced his camera. A wonderful hand it is, the artist said. 

The Pope is a powerful man, broad in the shoulders and at least 
5 feet 9 inches in height. He is too stout and confesses the defect

AS the first living being a plant or ant- 
mal’ How could efther originate out 
of nonexieting matter? 

These are questions that hitherte 
have baffled ectentiata. They could 
trace back, more or lease satisfactorily, 
the lines of development of plants and 


animals to the simplest and most primitive forms of 
iife but there they ran up against an insurmountable 
wall on the near side of which was the world of living 


organieme and on the far side the world of inert min- 
era! and inorgentec metter 

We all know that nontiving matter can be converted 
into livine matter, for we do that ourselves whenever 
we eat or breathe We all know that creen plants have 
the power of butiding up sugar and starch and wood 
(‘the so-called carbohydrates) out of the water of the 
soll and carbon dioxide of the air, for we can see them 
do it any sunny day 

Mut it is life only that can bring into the Nving or- 
ganiem thie inorganic material Water and carbon 
dioxide, which is plain “soda water,” does not spon- 
taneously change over into sugar or start to grow into 
a plant it requires green colored granules of the 
lenves. called chlorophyll. to effeet thie transformation. 

Put chlorophyll is a very complicated chemical com- 
pound. it is formed only by green plants as they de 
velop in the sun's rays from white sprouts. So the 
plant must exiet before chlorophyll is formed. But on 
the other hand a plant could not exist unless it got its

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Organizations of thieves directed by 
receiver of stolen goods, are more 
extensive than ever before, taking 
silks, furs, laces, woolens, leather 
goods and other valuable merchan- 
dise in wholesale fashion. There 
are two methods, “stealing to 
order,” and stealing desirable lots 
which then are distributed to mer- 
chants through salesmen on regu- 
lar commission basis :: 3: 


ago and almost the last of them closed when the segre- 
gated districts were abolished. Prohibition sealed 
the doors of the few rematning resorts of this char- 
acter. But the thieves, being scattered and not de- 
stroyed, continued to steal and thus continued to re- 
quire the services of the fence. Accordingly a new 
organization for the disposal of loot was created— 
many organizations, in fact, all more difficult to deal 
with than the older and simpler systems. 

Because of their high value, silks, furs and laces 
have been the goods most extensively stolen, excepting 
money, jewelry, precious metals and securities. They 
were the first and they remain the commonest wares 
to which the newer theft technique is applied. Their 
exorbitant prices during the war made worth while 
the creation of elaborate handling organizations, 
which remain in existence today and are functioning 
on a scale more grandiose than ever. 

Woolens and leather goods were added to the list 
in the days of war-time inflation, and, juet as there 
hag been little decline in the prices of these commodi- 
ties, so there has been no appreciable subsidence in 
the tide of thievery. 

These larceny organizations go about their work by 
either of two well-established methods. 

The simpler way is called ‘‘stealting ‘to order.”” The 
receiver of stolen goods knows a wholesale or retail 
merchant who can use some furs, silks or woolens and 
who has both the facilities for concealing, converting 
and selling the stuff and the disposition to handle 
stolen materials at a price. When a bargaim is struck 
the fence sends out his agents to find the desired 
materials. As soon as a supply has been located the 
thieves go to work. 

They burglarize a manufacturer’s loft, hold up a 
truck bringing such goods to market from the mill, 
or they plunder a freight car or a barge. Sometimes 
they corrupt truckmen, barge captains. railroad em- 
ployes and others having access to the merchandise 
and get it in any of a dozen ways. 

During the great epidemic of loft burglaries in New 
York’s silk and fur district, it was freely said that 
more than half the stuff taken by the burglars had 
been sold before it was stolen, and this wae certainly

not far from the truth. The other method followed 
by the organizations which these fences manage is 
perhaps more like the older tradition of thievery, 
but more complex in its modern machinery and ad- 
ministration. 

The fences who operate under this system are like- 
wise closely in touch with the industries whose prod- 
ucts they steal and distribute. Their agents are con- 
Stantly watching for consignments which may be 
obtained by burglary, holdup or car looting. In their 
employ are specialists in various lines of enfdeavor— 
expert loft burglars, practiced truck bandits, daring 
rattler prowlers (freight car burglars) and thieves of 
all sorts. These men are sent out to work wherever 
their special talents are required or they operate on 
their own, and bring to the fences what they steal. 

The fence is often a truckman himself or he employs 
apparently respectable haulers and sterers, who have 
warehouses and lofts, where the stolen. stuff may be 
put away temporarily. Often these men, whom no one 
suspects of underworld connections, put their stolen 
goods in the best storage vaults and lofts in the city. 
where they pass as wares in legitimate commercial 
transit. 

Once the stuff is safely secreted, the underworld 
sales organization goes to work—a force of men di- 
rected just as are the salesmen of honest jobbers. 
The fence is the sales manager and he employs, on a 
commission basis. regular canvassers and salesmen. 
who know the trade, that is, all the retailers in the 
metropolis and its environs who are willing to handle 
stolen stuff if it can be bought a bit more cheaply. 


In a recent case tried in the Federal court in 
Brooklyn, one of the conspirators confessed that he 
was such an underworld salesman, had been nothing 
else in a dozen years of activity and had never before 
been,arrested. He turned State’s evidence and helped 
break up an important league of thieves and disposers.

‘The ruses used by the thieves and fences to get 
their goods delivered to distant points are numerous 
and of considerable interest. The railroads and ex- 
yrems companies are the principal, although unwitting, 
means used by the criminals in such operations. 

In one recent New York case, the thieves registered 
at a hotel and passed themselves off as traveling sales- 
“men representing a St. Louls fur house. Their trunks, 

containing the loot, were thus given a record as sales- 
men's sample cases, and it was as such that they were, 
expressed to St. Louis and passed the police, who 
were watching for the goods. 

Ir another case the thieves packed the vuluables 
into large trunks and checked them as the persona! 
_baggage of a confederate. This man bought a ticket 
to a city a few hundred miles away. There the trunks 
were stored in the baggage room awaiting their owner.
